The Stirring Days ol 
Revolution 


Recalled by Minister Thurston 
of Hawaii. 


A Graphie Picture of the Queen’s 
Overthrow. 


Her Ministry Were Fearful of Her 
Threats. 


A Precise Statement of His Case—Not Offi- 
ially Notified of Blount’s Report— 
Reference to the Blood- 
shed of 1887. 


— 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) Lorrin A. Thurs- 
ton, Hawaiian Minister, gave a state- 
ment tonight. He says: “I am urged 
to make a statement for publication, 
setting forth the position and claims 
of the Hawaiian government, and mak- 
ing a reply to charges contained in 
Blount’s report. s I have received 
no official information that Blount 
made any report, I am unable to intel- 
ligently state what the position and 
claims of this government are. A large 
portion of the published extracts from 
Blount’s report consist of personal at- 
tacks upon me and those associated 
with me in the provisional government, 
impugning our veracity, good faith 
and courage, and charging us with 
fraud and duplicity. 

THE STATEMENT. 

“First—I desire to call attention to 
Blount’s method of constructing his 
report. Although he in several places 
states that I was the leader of the 
revolutionary movement, he has never 
asked me a question concerning the 
same, nor given me an opportunity. to 
make any statement. The same is true 
of a large number of other men, who 
took a leading part in the» movement 
of January. His evidence consists ex- 


clusively of prepared affidavits or an- 
swers to leading questions put by him- 
self at private interviews, no one else 
being present but a stenographer. - 

“In no instance, in any crogs+-exami- 
nation, was there an opportunity to 
give a contradiction or explain the ev- 
idence. A brief examination of the 
published portions of the report shows 
a number of incorrect statements. 
‘Blount charges that the American 
troops landed under a prearranged 
agreement with the Committee of 
Safety. At no time did Stevens or 
Capt. Wiltse assure me or the Com- 
mittee of Safet¥, or any sub-committee 
thereof, that the United States troops 
would assist in overthrowing the 
Queen, or establish a provisional gov- 
ernment, and, as a matter of fact, they 
did not so assist. I can produce wit- 
nesses in support of this statement. 

BLOUNT’S WEAK POINTS. 

“In Wundenb:ureg’s statement, he says 
that when the Committee of Safety 
told Stevens they were not ready to 
act, he replied: ‘Gentlenten, the troops 
of the Boston will land at 5 o'clock, 
whether you are ready or not.’ The 
reason for the reply, and the subse- 
quent landing of troops are :manifest. 
The troops landed to protect American 
citizens and property, and not to co- 
operate with the committee in carrying 
out any plans; in fact, the troops did 
not co-operate with the committee, and 
the committee had no more knowledge 
than did the Queen’s government 
where the troops were going nor what 
they were going to do. 

“The whole gist of Damon's long ex- 
aminaffon is likewise contained in thé 
statement that when a request was 
made for the support of the United 
States troops it was refused by Com- 
mander Swineburne’' sending back 
word: ‘Capt. Wiltse’s orders are to 
remain passive.’ Blount charges that 
but for the support of the United 
States representative and the troops, 
the ‘establishment of the provisional 
government was impossible. Although 
the presence of the American troops 
may have prevented bloodshed, they 
were not essential and did not assist 
in the overthrow of the Queen. The 
result of the movement would have 
been eventually the same if there had 
not been a marine within a thousand 
miles of Honolulu. In support of this 
statement, the troops did not land till 
Monday night, the 16th of January, 
after the revolution was in full prog- 
ress since the afternoon of Saturday, 
January 14, during which the Commit- 
tee of Safety openly organized for the 
avowed purpose of overthrowing the 
Queen. 


OTHER. PROPOSITIONS. 

‘“‘Second—Absolutely no attempt was 
made at concealment from the gov- 
ernment of the objects and intentions 
of the committee. . 

‘‘Third—The Queen, Cabinet and her | 
supporters were utterly demoralized 
and suspicious of one another and 
devoid of leadership. 7 

‘“‘Fourth—The committee, and sup- 
porters were united, had ample force 
to execute their purpose, knew pre- 
cisely what they wanted and pro- 
ceeded with an intelligent deliberation, 
thoroughness and confidence to do it. 
It is admitted by all that the Queen 
began the revolution at noon on 
Saturday by attempting to promulgate 
a constitution. Such an attempt was 


immediately. followed by preparations 


for armed resistance, The United 
States troops were landed at 6 o'clock 
on Monday. 

“REQUESTED ADVICE. 

“In support of the second proposi- 
tion—On the afternoon of Saturday, in. 
reply to the request of the Cabinet 
for’ advice, the Queen still insisting 
upon the promulgation of the con- 


‘ceed to do whatever was necessary. 


stitution and on supporting it by force, 
I advised them to declare that the 
Queen was in revolution and that the 
throne was vacant, and, at the re- 
quest and approval of two of them 
and the tacit assent of the other two, 
then and’ there drew up a proclama- 
tion to that effect. The same after- 
noon, at a. meeting of about 200 citi- | 
zens the Queen was denounced, armed 
resistance and a counter revolution 
openly advocated and the Queen’s 
Minister of the terior, John Colburn, 
addressed the eeting. The Queen's 
Attorney-General, Peterson, and her 
attorney, Paul Neumann, were both 
present, taking part in the meeting. 

“The Committee of Safety publicly 
then and there armed and proceeded 
forthwith to organize. At 6 o’clock 
on Sunday morning, January 15, I 
told Peterson and Colburn that the 
committee intended to depose the 
Queen and establish a provisional gov- 
ernment—if they would take charge of 
the government, well and good, other- 
wise the committee intended to take 
action on its own account. They 
asked for twenty-four hours in which 
to consider the, matter. I declined to 
wait, stating ‘hot the committee in- 
tended to proceed forthwith. 

“The committee met openly at 10 
o’clock and remained in session during 
the greater part of the day, while sev- 
eral government police kept watch 
over the building from the street. On 
Monday morniypg, at 9 o'clock, the 
committee, without attempt at con- 
cealment, met in my office within 200 
feet of the police station, Marshal 
Wilson’s headquarters, where the en- 
tire police force was stationed. While 
the meeting Was in progress, Wilson 
came to the office and asked to speak 
to me privately, and we went into an 
adjoining room. Our conversation in 
substance was as follows: 

WILSON’S THREAT. 

“Wilson seid: ‘I want this meeting 
stopped,’ referring to the mass-meet- 
ing for the afternoon. 

“I replied: ‘It can’t be stopped; it 1s 
too late.’’ 

“He said that the Queen-had aban- 
doned the new-constitution idea. 

“I replied: ‘How do we know that 
she will not take it up again? She 
said she would.’ 

gaid: will guarantee that she 
vill ngt, even if I have to lock her 
up to keep her from doing it, and 
I'll do it, too, if necessary.’ 

“I replied: ‘We are not willing to ac- 
cept the guarantee as sufficient. The 
thing has gone from bad to worse until 
we are not going to stand it any longer 
We are going to take no chances in 
the matter, but settle it now, once for 
all.’ Wilson has since stated that he 
immediately reported to the Cabinet, 
and advised the arresting of the com-. 
mittee, but the Cabinet was afraid, 
and refused to allow it. 

“At 2 o’elock in the afternoon of 
Monday, January 16, a mass-meeting of 
3000 unarmed men was held within a 
block of the palace. The meeting was 
a scene of tremendous enthusiasm. It 
neenrimonely adopted resolutions, de- 
claring the Qucéen was in revolution, 
and authorizing the committee to pro- 


Police were present, but no attempt 
was made to interfere with the meet- 
ing, or to make any arrests. The meet- 
ing adjourned amid the most intenrce 
excitement, and the citizens dispersed, 
waiting the further call of the commit- 
tee. 

THE SITUATION STRAINED. 


“While the meeting was in progress, 
another meeting was being held by 
Royalists, within a block of the armory, 
which adopted resolutions ia support 
of the Queen. Never in the. history of 
Hawaii had there been such a tense 
condition of mind, or more imminent 
expectation of bloodshed and conflict 
than after the adjournment of these 
two opposed meetings. 
Blount’s statement that the commu- 
nity was at peace and quiet is grossly 
inaccurate.

The Storm in the English Channel—Prince 
Bismarck’s Historic Reply—Mexican 
Revolutionists Surrender—Prince 
Pedro at School.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—(By Cable ard 
Associated Press.) A dispatch to 
the Times from Meshed brings fur- 
ther details of an earthquake Friday 
at Kuchan, in the northern part of 
the province of Khorassan. The ipwn 
was completely destroyed and the” ioss 
of life was immense. Great crevasses 
opened in the earth, through which the 
water flowed in torrents. 

The Atreck River overflowed its 
banks: The fertile region around the 
city was inundated. Large gardens 
and extensive vineyards were swept out 
of existence. People had no chance to 
save anything. The shock was so se- 
vere that the largest houses in the 
town, including the residence of the 
governor, were almost instantly top- 
pled over, crushing hundreds of peo- 
ple to death. The town had a popula- 
tion of between twenty and twenty- 
five thousand, and it is thought that 
at least one thousand perished. Many 
were carried away by the flood. It 1s 
not known what damage was done in 


villages below Kuchan were destroyed. 

A short time after the disturbance, 
the entire water supply of the town 
disappeared. People not injured. fied 
panic-sticken to the Aladagh Moun- 
tains, leaving the injured to care for 
themselves as best they could. The 
district in which Kuchan was situated 
is yery populous. 


HIS HOUSE HIS CASTLE. 


The Famous Reply of Bismarck to Emperor 
- Withiam Recalled. 
BERLIN, Nev. 21.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A further extract 
from Hans Blum’'s forthcoming book, 


“The German Empire in Bismarck’s } 


‘Day,” has been published. It deals 
with the dismissal of Bismarck, and 
says that immediately after Bismarck’s 
interview with Windenthorst, the Em- 


peror sent Bismarck the, following 
message: | 
“The Kaiser requires that Bismarck 


shall not receive members of the Reich- 
stag without previously reporting to 
the Kaiser.”’ 

Bismarck replied: ‘‘Please tell the 
Emperor that I allow nobody to have 
any control of my own household.” 

The next morning, March 15, the Em- 


“Two hours after the adjournment 
of the above meetings, Capt. Wiltse 
and Minister Stevens, acting upon 
their own responsibility and discretion 
and irrespective of the requests or 
‘actions of the committee, landed 
troops, which were distributed in three 
parts of the city, instead of being 
massed at one point, as stated by 
Blount. 

“In support of the third proposition— 
During a few weeks prior to the revo- 
lution, CoJburn, Minister of the Interior, 
one of the leaders of a political party, 
opposed me, and was openly and bit- 
terly hostile to me personally. The first. 
intimation of the revolutionary inten- 
tion of the Queen, came at 10 o'clock on 
January 14. Colburn came to me 
greatly excited. He told me that the 
Queen’s intention was to promulgate a 
new constitution, and asked my ad- 
vice. 

“T said: ‘Why do you not go to mem- 
bers of your own party?’ 
replied: ‘Il have 
who have been our supporters are sup- 
porting the Queen. The down-town 
people (referring to the merchants) 
havegno use for me, and unless the 
members of your party and other citi- 
zens will Support us we are going to 

resign right away.’ 
WERE AFRAID. 

*At 1 o'clock on the same day, I met 
all the members of the Cabinet. They 
had just come from an interview with 
the Queen, at which she announced her 
intention of promulgating a constitution 
and demanded their support. They 
stated that she threatened them with 
mob violence, whereupon they imme- 
diately left the palace, some going out 
by a separate entrance, While we 
were talking, a messenger came from 
the Queen, requesting them to imme- 
diately return to the palace. Peterson 
and Colburn positively refused to go. 
stating that they did not consider their 
lives safe there. 

“T shortly afterward started down 
town, but was overtaken by_a messen- 
ger, asking me to return, which I did. 
They asked me to ascertain what sup- 
port they could expect from the citi- 
zens, and formally authorized me to 
state the condition of affairs to lead- 
ing citizens, and, in their behalf, call 
for armed volunteers to resist the 
Queen. I immediately proceeded to 
eomply with the request, and, with the 
assistance of others, within an hour or 
two thereafter, about eighty leading 
citizens signed a written statement 
agreeing to support the Cabinet against 
the Queen by force. 

‘‘Later in the afternoon Colburn’ in- 
‘formed me that they had finally gone 
to the palace and -had a stormy inter-

marck’s’ residence, -where he declared 
that he must know every night the re- 
j of the Chancellor’s negotiations 
‘with party leaders. Bismarck re- 
fused to comply with the Emperor's 
demands, and repeated the remarks of 
the previous night with regard to con- 
trol of his own household. The Em- 

was greatly agitated, and said: 
“Not even when I command you to do 
it as your sovereign?” 

Prince Bismarck replied: ‘‘My master’s 
authority ends at my wife’s drawing- 
room.”’ 

The Prince proceeded to say that he 
only remained in office because of the 
promise he had made to Emperor Will- 
iam, that he would serve his grandson. 
The Emperor then demanded the 
Prince’s resignation as Chancellor, at 
the same time offering him the title of 
Duke of Lauenburg, and a pension. 

The Prince rejected the offering, say- 
ing with reference to the proposed pen- 
sion: ‘‘Nobody shall be able to say I 
closed my career by running after a 
gratituity, such as a zealous postman 
would receive at New Year.”

THE GALE SUBSIDING. 


English Lifeboats Coming in With Crews of 
Wrecked Vessels. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The terrible gales 
which have prevailed on the coast since 
Friday have subsided. The crews of 
vessels arriving at the various ports 
tell terrible tales of suffering and the 
loss of many overboard. Lifeboats con- 
tinue to arrive with poriions of the 
erews of the wrecked vessels. 

The Norwegian derelict Alpha has 
been towed into Yardmouth with three 
dead bodies on board. The remainder 
of the crew is missing. The Dover life- 
boat returned to the station today amid 
cheers of thousands of people, having 
on board seven survivors of the crew 
of the Johann Marc. : 

A dispatch from Rotterdam says the 
whole coast, of Holland suffered from 
the storm. There have been many ship- 
ping casualities and fatalities. An ex- 
citing scene was witnessed off Rotter- 
dam yesterday, when a steamer put out 
to the rescue of the crew of a wrecked 
fishinfi-boat. The sea was so heavy and 
the wind’ so strong that the steamer

LEAD TARIFF. 


Advocates of Repeal Hopeful of Favorable 
Action. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It is understood 
that one of the items of the metal 
schedule to receive an overhauling by 
the Ways and Means Committee is 
that which, under the McKinley law, 
Places a duty of 1% cents a pound on 
lead ore. The subject has been a point 
of contention éver since the present 
law went into effect. 

The tariff rate, as at present fixed, 
‘was bitterly fought by Congress, and 
it was a long time doubtful whether 
the advocates of the tariff would suc- 
eecd in getting it put in the bill. There 
was a much stronger lobby in Wash- 
ington on behalf of both sides then 
than there has been during this se@s- 
sion. The silver miners of Nevada, 
{daho, Utah and Colorado made an es- 
pecial effort, on behalf of the tariff at 
that time, because of th®@ fact that 
much of the silver ore mined in those 
States and Territories contains a large 
percentage of lead. It was in their in- 
terest especially that the provision, as 
it now stands, was inserted. 


Many owners of smelters located on’ 


the Mexican border, and outside of the 
States and Territories mentioned, op- 
posed it, as did also the lead manufac- 
turers. The conditions are now re- 
versed. The miners are seeking to pre- 
vent and the smelters and manufactur- 
ers to procure legislation. It would 
seem that the advocates of the repeal 
of the present duty feel quite weil 
assured that the action of Congress 
will be favorable to their cause.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(By the Ag 
sociated Press.) The 125th annual ban- 
quet of the Chamber of Commerce took 
place tonight. Three hundred promi- 
nent business men were present 
Charles 8S. Smith, president of the- 
chamber, presided at the table, and 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, Secretary of 
the Treasury, occupied a post of honor. 
Among those present were: Hon. Will- 
lam Walter Phelps, Hon. Whitelaw 
Reid, Carl Schurz, Hon. St. Clair 
McKelway, Hon. Murat Halstead, Hon. 
James H. Eckels, George M. Pullman of 
Chicago, Hon. William Hornblower and 
O’Brien O'Driscoll. 

In opening the speech-making, the 
president took especial pains to com- 
mend the character of the New York 
banks and their attitude toward the 
country during the recent financial 
crisis. 

Hon. John G. Carlisle, Secretary of 
the Treasury, responded to the first 
toast of the evening, which was, “Com- 
merce demands, and the honor of the 
country requires that the obligations 
of the United States shall be paid in 
cain current. in .any .market- ofthe 
world, and the question shall be set- 
tled for all time, and beyond contro- 
versy.”’ 

Carlisle said in part: ‘While it would 
be unfair to attribute the unequal dis- 
tribution of our trade with the outside 
world to the character of their fiscal 
legislation, I think it may be safely 
asserted that this country could not 
long maintain its present position ag 
one of the most conspicuous and im- 
portant commercial nations which now 
controls the trade of the world unless 
we preserve the monetary system sub- 
stantially, at least, in accord with the 
monetary systems of other principal 
nations. We cannot possibly change 
the situation, and, consequently, the 
only practical question is whether it 
is better to establish by law an in- 
ferior kind of money for use at home 
exclusively, and another kind for use 
abroad,‘ or have all our moriey good 
enough for use in every market where 
our people trade. 

“Gold is the only international maney. 
It is useless for the advocates of the 
different systems to insist this ought 
not to be so. It is so, and we cannot 
change the fact. I never have been 
able to understand what is meant by 
a double standard of value, and have 
never found any one wWho could tell 
me. To my mind, it seems as absurd 
to contend there should be two dif- 
ferent standards, as it would be to in- 


Sist upon having two yardsticks of dif- 


ferent length, or two gallons of dif- 
ferent dimensions. If the.two. standards 
are not equal in value it is evident 
that one of them must be a false meas-~ 
ure, ard if they are of equal value, 
it is evident that, no matter what the 
law might declare, there would be tn 
fact but one standard. 

“The silver question has already been 
settled in my opinion, for all time to 
come. This does not imply that silver 
is to have no plece in our monetary 
system. What is to be the ultimate fate 
of that metal #&% one of the problems 
which time and events alone can solve, 
but, for many years, the fluctuations fn 
its value have been s0 rapid as to 
demonstrate that it cannot be safely 
coined without limitations into the 
money of final redemption, at the exist- 
ing ratio, or any other ratio that might 
be established.”’

Death of the ex-Secretary | of 
Agriculture. 


The End Comes Very Suddenly—A Complica- 
tion of Diseases—His Popularity in 
His Native State—The Fu- 
neral Friday.

MADISON (Wis.,) Nov. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Gen. Jeremiah 
Rusk, ex-Secretary of Agriculture, died 
at his home at Viroqua at 8 o'clock 
this morning. Though not unexpected, 
the anncuncement that the end had 
come to thé life of this strongly indi- 
vidual character in the political life 
of the nation catised a profound shock. 
He had been jill for some time, and 
dangerously, but up to a day or two 
ago it was thought his iron constitu- 
tion would pull him through; _ since 
then, however, his constantly failing 
strength led his friends to anticipate 
the worst. 

“Uncle Jerry,’ as he was affection- 
ately known, was a familiar figure to 
every resident of this city. No other 
Man..brought out bere in official life 
ever won so many friends, political 
and non-political, in Wisconsin’s capi- 
tal, as he during his three terms as 
Governor... Flags are at half staff on 
all public buildings, and a public meet- 
ing was held. im Gov. Peck’s office to 
arrange for a special train to Viroqua 
to attend the funeral. 

His LAST WORDS. 

VIROQUA (Wis.,) Nov. 21.—The 
whole family was at his bedside when 
the general breathed his last. His 
last words, spoken with effort, were: 
“lL am dying: am dying.” The 
funeral will be held in this city on 
Friday, and the remains will lie in 
state at the Methodist Church on the 
day previous. 

It is probable that ex-President Har- 
rison and at least some members of 
the Cabinet of which Rusk was a 
member, will attend the obsequies. 

The end was entirely unexpected by 
the family. Col. Casson, his former 
private secretary, left the bedside at 
9 o'clock last night, and gave the 
friends the most positive assurance 
that the crisis was past. Gen. Rusk 
himself told the physicians during the 
evening that he was better. He took 
the usual amount of nourishment and 
slept for a good portion of the night. 

Death was due to a complication of 


| disorders dating back several years. 


The trouble began in the form of 
dyspepsia, resulting. in enlarge- 
ment of the prostate gland, followed 
by an abscess on the liver, finally in- 
volving the gland. Seven weeks ago 
he was obliged to take his bed, and on 
November 1 it was decided that a 
surgical operation was necessary, and 
an opening was made and a drainage 
tube inserted. The removal and re- 
insertion caused excruciating

“During the entire time between the 
noon of Saturday, January 14, and the 
afternoon of Tuesday, January 17, when 
the provisional government was pro- 
claimed, the Queen's Cabinet was with- 
out a plan of action, and did practic- 
ally nothing but rush about the city 
consulting with various foreign repre- 
sentatives and the citizens of all par- 
ties as to what they had better do, beg- 
ging the American Minister for the sup- 
port of American troops against the 
Committee of Safety, and securing from 
the Queen a declaration that she would 
not again attempt to abrogate the con- 
stitution,..which they hurried into print 
and distributed broadcast to try to ap- 
pease the indignation of the citizens 
and break up the proposed ‘mass meet- 
ing. 

A PRECEDENT. 


“In support of\the fourth proposi- 
tien—An essential factor in judging 
whether the force of the committee 
was sufficient and their confidence 
well-founded is to know what the 
same men under similar conditions 


had done under. previous circum- 
stances in 1887. The King, by manip- 
ulation of the electorate, had en- 


croached upon popular rights and ob- 
tained autocratic power over the peo- 
He was supported by practically 
the same persons who now consti- 
tute the Royalist party in Hawaii. 
"Se situation then crystallized the op- 
position into an organization of prac- 
tically the same men who organized 
and now constitute the provisional 
governnient. Such an organization 
was formed with the openly-avowed | 
intention of wresting from the King 
his powers and dethroning him. 

“The Fxecutive Committee of Thir- 
teen in control of the movement called 1 
a mass-meeting. Resolutions were | 
adopted denouncing the King and de- 
manding the granting of a new consti- 
tution depriving the King of all per- 
sonal: power. The resolutions were 
presented to the King by a committee 
who, unarmed and alone, proceeded 
direct from the meeting to the forti- 
fied palace, with the ultimatum that 
he comply with the demands within 
twenty-four hours or take the conse- 
quences. The King was then in ab- 
solute contrél. His military strength 
was greater and the control of public 
buildings more complete than that of 
the Queen in January last. He did not 
fire a shot, but submitted to all de- 
mands, disbanded the troops and 
turned the whole control of the gov- 
ernment over to the revolutionary 
party, who, in consideration of his ab- 
ject submission, allowed him to con- 
tinue .on the throne in a figure-head 
capacity. 

RESORT TO ARMS. 

“In 1889, while the same men who 
now constitute the provisional govern- 
ment were in control of the King’s 
government, a conspiracy was orga- 
nized among the Royalists supporters by 
the King and Liliuokalani for the over- 
throw of the Cabinet and the restora- 
tion of the old royal power and consti- 
tution. The conspirators took the 
Cabinet by surpirse, and. on the night 
of July 29, took possession of all the 
artillery and fortified the palace. The 
regular troops, by order of the King, 
refused to assist the Cabinet, who called 
upon the whole militia and white citi- 
zens for ‘assistance. The call wWas 
promptly responded to. 

“Fighting opened at 9 o’clock in the 
morning, with less than thirty Cabinet 
supporters in position in front of the 
palace, which number was later in- 
creased to about five hundred. The 
Royalist revolutionists opened with a 
furious fire from both artillery and 
small arms. Within half an hour, they 
were driven from their guns. Seven- 
teen were killed and twelve wounded, 
and, before dark, all of them were 
dis , or captured, while not one of 
the Cabinet supporters was injured. 
Such is the undisputed record of events 
upon two occasions when the Royalists 
and organizers of the provisional gov- 
ernment came into armed conflict when 
there has been no suggestion of sup- 
port to either side by any outside 
power. 

BURDEN OF PROOF. 

“Under these circumstances, I sub- 
mit that the burden of proof is on 
those who claim. the leaders of the 
provisional government are not in 
power, or that the organization cannot 
successfully carry out a revolution in 
Hawaii. It is unnecessary for me here 
to state the details of the bitter con- 
stitutional conflict which has been car- 
ried on between the Queen andthe Leg- 
islature during the seven months prior 
to January last, or speak of the intense 
indignation existing among all classes 
of citizens by reason of the open and 
successful alliance of the Queen with 
the opium and lottery rings. The po, 
litical liberties of the people had been 
trampled upon, and their moral sense 
shocked. It simply needed the added 
provocation ‘of an arbitrary attempt 
to abrogate the constitution and dis- 
franchise eyery white man in the coun- 
try, to spontaneously crystallize the op- 
position into a force that was irresist- 
ible. 

' “In reply to the sneer that the per- 
sons taking part in the movement 
were ‘aliens,’ I would say that every 
man, by the laws of the country, 
had a legal voter’s rights to franchise, 
which, by the. proposed constitution, 


were to be abrogated. A large proportion 


of them were born in the country, 
and, almost without exception, those 
who were not born there lived there 
for years, owned property there, and 
made it their home. They were men 
who built up the country commercially, 
agriculturally, financially and _ politi- 
cally, and created and made possible 
civilized government therein. 

“They were, and are, such men as 
today are leading citizens of the most 
progressive communities of the United 
States, with an interest as thoroughly 
identified wi the interests of Ha-. 
wail as are the interests of the native 


oy 


‘ing the Hawaiian situation at pres-

and foreign-born citizens in similar 
communities in this country, identified 
with them.’” 

PERSONA NON GRATA. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—A_ special 
from Washington to a morning paper 
says that the reply of Minister Thurs- 
ton to some of the more flagrant mis- 
statements contained in the Blount re- 
port, and the bold accusation of un- 
truthfulness against the ex-Commis- 
sioner, has given great offense to certain 
officials of the administration, who are 
supposed to represent the views of the 
President and the Secretary of State. 

The indignation of these gentlemen is 
so great that they do, not hesitate to 
intimate that Thurston's passports will 
be returned by the President. e is 
accused of the violation of all known 
rules of diplomatic etiquette, and there 
is a loud demafid from the State De- 
partment clique for his punishment. It 
cannot be learned tonight what steps 
the administration proposes to take, if 
any, to discipline the  plain-spoken 
representative of the provisional gov- 
ernment. 


STEVENS TALKS. 


He Would Have Landed the Marines in Any 
Event. 

BOSTON, Nov. 21.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press. Ex-Minister John L. Ste- 
vens of Hawaii arrived in the city late 
this afternoon, from Augusta, Me. His 
nephew said that Stevens had asked 
him to state that he should not hold 
any interview with’ any person regard- 


ent, as he was not preparec. He wished, 
through the Associated Press, to warn 
the public against any statement which 
may appear in print as coming from 
him, as it would be entirely unauthor- 
ized. He will outline his position to- 
mcrrow evening, in a lecture at West 
Somerville. 

Notwithstanding this statement, Stev- 
ens, in conversation with friends today, 
said that his desire from the start had 
been to do all he.could for the Hawaiian 
peoyle, who were now passing through a 
state of excitement to be compared to 
nothing except the state of the people 


in the North ‘during the first two 
years of the civil war. In al- 
luding to the landing of -the 
United States marines, he said that 


even had no request been made to him 
by the head of the provisional govern- 
ment the marines would have been 
landed to save the city from danger of 
fire and plundér. 

In doing this, he acted under the 
last instructions touching the subject 
issued by the State Department—the 
letter of Secretary Bayard to the then 
Minister and the commodore of the 
United States fleet. Stevens added 
he was firmly determined, no matter 
what others might do, not to treat 
the subject from a political, much less 
from a party standpoint. 


EX-SECRETARY TRACY. 


He Controverts Certain of Admiral Skerrett’s 
Statements. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Associated Press 
representative asked ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Tracy for his opinion of 
Mr. Blount’s report. He said: 

“Well, I cannot give an opinion on 
it, as I have not read it yet, but my 
attention has been called to a state- 
ment made by ‘Admiral Skerrett to 
Blount, in referénce to a conversation 


‘‘My recollection of all that transpired 
between the miral and myself, on 
that occasion, is very distinct. The in- 
terview was informal, and very brief. 
Admiral Skerrett asked me if I had 
further instructions to give him. 
I replied that I had no time 
further to say to him other than what 
he had received in his written instruc- 
tions. He then spoke about Hawaiian 
matters, and I said I thought the. peo- 


ple of the United States were desirous} 


of closer relations than’ those existing 
at that time with Hawaii, but I was 
careful to mention that it was a mat- 
ter for the Hawaiian people themselves 
to deal with. 

“Tl did not use the word ‘annexed,’ 
but the admiral used it, and I told him 
that no attempt should be made by 
the naval authorities to intimidate or 
persuade or influence the Hawaiians 
in any way, and that everything should 
be left to their own free will.’’ 

Ex-Secretary Tracy later said: “I do 
not believe the provisional government 
was established by the aid of troops 
from the Boston or that the United 
States is in any degree responsible for 
the overthrow of Liliuokalani. - Just 
before the death of Capt. Wiltse of the 
Boston he told. me. that. his marines 
landed for the sole purpose of protect- 
ing American’ citizens and American 
interests. There were no instructions, 
he told, to do anything to support 
the provisional government. Capt. 
Wiltse assured me that they were 
sent ashore after the provisional gov- 


ernment had been proclaimed 


officially, » recognized by Minister 


Stevens.’

SENATOR DOLPH. 


Minister Willis’s Instructions of More Im- 

portance Than Blount’s Report. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) Senator Dolph, a 
member of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, who has read with 
considerable care the report of Secre- 
tary Blount, says the report reads very 
much as if prepared by a man sent to 
the islands for a certain purpose, and 
that that purpose was to show what 
had been done was wrong. He did 
not think the administration had been 
strengthened by the present action on 
Blount’s report, but that the more care- 
fully it was considered, the more ap- 
parent it would be that Blount was 
Sent to the islands to report against 
the action of Minister Stevens and the 
provisional government. 

Senator Dolph says that it is perhaps 
true that our Minister acted somewhat 
hastily, but it is not shown that the 
revolution would not have occurred or 
the Queen have been otherwise de- 
throned, nor had it been proven that 
there having been established a gov- 
ernmént recognized by this government 
that the administration had any right 
to overthrow it and re-establish either 
the old or the new government. The 
Senator added that there was not so 
much interest in Blount's report, but 
that the most important document, and 
what all wauld like to see, is that con- 
taining instructions to Minister Willis.

An Expensive Luxury. 

The Citizens’ League, which has been 
doing a large amount of investigating 
during the past few months, has pub- 
lished a statement which shows that 
the total expenses of conducting the 
city, county and five small outside 
municipalities in 1892 amounted to the 
immense sum of $2,691,996, of which 


leaving about $2,600,000 as the amount 
expended by our Courthouse and City 
Hall authorities. This is certainly an 
immense sum for some hundred thou- 
sand people to pay for the privilege of 
being governed. It is shown that there 
are many States in the Union whose 
entire public ¢xpenditures are less. 

This amount exceeds the cost of run- 
ning each of twenty-nine out of the 
forty-four States in the Union, and 
also exceeds the cost of running the 


if the official has an eye‘*to future pre- 
ferment, and they are, of course, re- 
deemed at the expense of the long-suf- 
fering taxpayer. Hence the large num- 
ber of supernumeraries attached to the 
various city and county departments, 
whose occupation is more or less a mys- 
tery to the general public 

Then, when to these causes we add 
that general sense of indifference which 
seems to overtake the average man as 
soon as he has to deal with public 
funds—that idea of “what is every- 
body’s business is nobody’s businéss’’— 
there is not much difficulty in under- 
standing how the expense roll of the 
county is so enormously swelled. 

It is high time that this state of af- 
fairs should be changed. This is a 
statement which every good citizen will 
readily admit, and most of them will 
emphasize the admission with some 
pretty strong language. But a change 
can only be effected by active co-opera- 
tion on the part of each individual citi- 
zen. As long as one puts the work 
of reform on some one else, nothing will 
be accomplished, and the taxpayer will 
still be called upon to pay “‘through the 
nose’ for the luxury of being governed 
from a $500,000 Courthouse and a $250,000 
City Hall. This is a case where each 
citizen must resolve himself into a com- 
mittee of one on reform, and must make 
up his mind that he will have feform, 
with a big R, even if he has to fight for 
it. It is only in this manner that any 
effective work can be done. Sporadic 
investigations and organizations may 
make a temporary stir, but they cannot 
remedy these evils without the active 
co-operation of the private citizen. 
Each taxpayer, when he goes to the 
Courthouse or City Hall to pay his 
proportion of ‘the public expenditure, 
and growls at finding the amount un- 
reasonable, should remember that it is 
he and the thousand others of those like 
himself who are responsible for this

¢ondition of affairs. Unless such is the 


combined, which only amounts to $2,666,- 
732. The cost of running the State 
government of Idaho was only $117,556. 
The State of New Jersey spent $570,000 
less than this city @nd@ cormnty. 

These fatts are certainly remarkable, 
not to say alarming, and should cause 
all good citizens to put on their think- 
ing caps and inquire with a loud voice: 
How can these things be? The Times 
Will not imitate some of its esteemed 
contemporaries in dragging politics into 
the discussion of what should be a purely 
business matter between the taxpayers 
and those who are charged with the dis- 
bursement of the city and county funds. 
Such a line of argument is merely 
equivalent to casting sand into the eyes 
of the taxpayers. It only has the effect 
of complicating matters and diverting 
attention from the main question, which 
is one of extravagance, if nothing 
worse. For the sake of arguument we 
are willing to admit that extravagance 
in our city and county affairs has been 
about equally divided between the Re- 
publicans and the Democrats. It cer- 
tainly makes very little difference to 
the overburdened taxpayer whether he 
is called upon to pay out more good 
American dollars than he can afford on 
the demand of a Democrat or a Repub- 
lican. What the taxpayer desires to see 
in municipal or county offices is a set 
of officials who will be as careful with 
the expenditure of funds in their charge 
as they would be in conducting a busi- 
ness of their own. To secure this there 
are many good R@puplican taxpayers in 


— Tos Angeles who would be willing to 


vote for Democrats and vice versa, 
whenever such a course is rendered 
necessary by nomfnating conventions, 
for, after all, the politics of a man 
should not be the main consideration 
in selecting him to conduct an office 
in the city or county governments, 
which are but improvement corporations 
on a large scale. 

But what are we going to do about 
reducing these enormous expenditures 
which are apparently Heyond all reason 
in comparison with the services which 
we receive for them?’ Does dnyone sup- 
pose that if this work waselet out by 
contract to the highest bidder it could 
not be done for Tess than one-half the

should a city or county Be’ called upon 
to pay several times as much as in- 
dividuals pay for like services? Of 
course politics hag Jouch to do with 
the case, and hefe Ys another reason 
why we should eliminate politics as 
much as possible from our city and 
county affairs. It is a well-known fact 
that a nfan generally has to spend a 
large amount of money to be elected to 
office under our present system. This 
money he thinks he has some kind of 
moral right to get back from the city 
or county after his election, and, there- 
fore, he cannot afford to work for wages’ 
which would be considered ample, not 
under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. Thus we see that the tax- 
payers are really paying out a portion 
of this large sum to election-workers 
and wire-pullers, who have aided thes¢ 
Officials in obtaining office, and, in some 
gases, to persons who have sold their 
votes or corrupted other voters, and so 
secured the election of an official whom 
the taxpayers would never have elected 
had the choice been deft to them.

The 
banks now announce that they are 
ready to pay out these déposits with- 
out waiting for the legal time to expire. 
This is a most encouraging sign of the 
solid eondition of our banking institu- 
tions, and cannot fail to have a most 
encouraging effect on business. From 
now on we may expect to see a 
marked revival in real estate and in- 
dustrial enterprises. It is plain that 
the remarkable showing of the clear- 
ing-house returns from week to week 
is something more than a theory on 
paper. Los Angeles is all right! 


The turn of the tide appears to have 
come in commercial affairs through- 
out the country. There is every in- 
dication that we are about to take a 
Start on the up grade. ‘The chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of an upward move- 
ment appears to lie in the uncertainty 
regarding the future of the tariff. Mer- 
chants are afraid to order imported 
goods while they fear that a change 
may be made in the tariff which would 
reduce the value of these goods from 
25° to 50° per” cent.”

sible on the tariff question, there ap- 
pears to be no reason why this winter 
should not witness a marked revival 
in the leading lines of industry, that is, 
providing Congress does not let the 
rampant free-traders have everything 
their own way.

The _  safe- 
guards which have been thrown around 
the pension system are, however, very 
complete, and it is rarely the case that 
those who perpetrate such frauds go 
long undiscovered and unpunished.

LOS ANGELES THEATER.—A fash- 
ionable audience greeted the great 
French players at the Los Angeles The- 
ater last night, and the house conr- 
tained enough of the populace from la 
belle France to punctuate the perform- 
ance at the proper places with sallies of 
laughter and applause at Coquelin’s 
inimitable mummery, and at the su- 
perb playing of Jane Hading, who is a 
veritable queen of the dramatic domain. 
What a soulful being she is—what lips 
for kisses and what eyes for tears. 
She is sweet and radiant with womanli- 
ness, she is a dream of intelligence, of 
passion, of distinct beauty without the 
vapid charm of mere prettiness. . She 
plays with her eyes that look love, hate, 
scorn and laughter by turns. Her mo- 
bile face is as an April day, and her 
manner is the very perfection of win- 
ningness. Hading, like most really 
beautiful women, is apt to strike one at 
first glance as being plain, but hers is 
a growing beauty, that later on beams 
from every feature, and. is thrown off 
from every line of her graceful figure. 
The play is one that gives the actress 


and, while being overburdened with ver- 
biage, is replete with interest, and has 
a simple plot well and consistently 
worked out. 

Coquelin is a wonderfully clever co 
median, a player who leaves no point 
unfinished, and every lift of the eye- 
brow or shrug of the shoulders has an 
idea in it—an idea that is conveyed as 
unerringly as though orally expressed. 
His playing of the tipsy wight who goes 
through the several gradations of 
drunkenness from the early garrulous 
stage, noisy with song, to the real old- 
fashioned maudlin condition that 
finally ends in a total collapse, is one 
of the greatest character hits possible 
to conceive. His every gesture and 
movement is a study in expression, a 
very realism in the art of seeming. 

The strongest scene in the play is

Such playing is so rare as to be a 
big white milestone on the dramatic 
wayside, and one cannot but envy the 
people of the great capitals of the 
world that are catered to by such ca- 
pable and accomplished artists.

THE FRUIT-CROWERS 


First Day of the State 
Convention. 


Address of Welcome by Hon. 
Abbot Kinney. 


Annual Address of President Ellwood 
A Number of Interesting Papers Read Before 
the Meeting—The Appointment of 


SAA 


for Today. 


The State Fruit-growers’ Asscciation 
met in its seventeenth annual session 
at the Grand QOperahouse yesterday 
morning. 

There were about one hundred and 
twenty-five people in attendance at 
the opening session, a number of them 
being ladies. In the afternoon the at- 
tendance was considerably larger, it 
being apparently augmented by later 
arrivals. 

The Grand Operahouse had been es- 
pecially prepared for the occasion. 
The stage was inclosed on its sides and 
above by m of appropriate scenery, 
so that the voices of the speakers 
could be thrown more distinctly 
through the auditorium. Prominent 
in front of the stage was an oil paint- 
ing ef Prof. A. Koebele, which had 
been presented by the fruit-growers of 
Southern California to the State Board 
of Horticulture. 

OPENING EXERCISES. , 

The opening session was called to or- 

der by President Ellwood Cooper, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. A. T. Per- 
kins of Alameda. 
Rowan had been expected to be pres- 
ent dnd address the convention, but 
had just sent word that, on account of 
an important meeting, he would be un- 
able to do so, 

Hon. Abbot. Kinney then delivered 
an address of welcome, in which he 
said in part: 

“Los Angeles greets and welcomes 
you all. e welcome you heartily as 
representatives of the great and grow- 
ing interests of horticulture. 

“California has gloried in the reputa- 
tion won for her by the horticulturist. 
It is she who has advertised our soil 
and climate and sent her fruits as 
missionaries to tell the world of Cali- 
fornia. 

“Great as the work has been, and 
important as are the interests of hor- 
ticulture, we expect to see the work 
greater and the interests more impor- 
tant. No pent up Utica confines our 
aims. Already we have invaded Eu- 
ropean countries, and I think that 
nothing less ‘should satisfy us than 
such a superiority of quality as will 
command the highest ramrkets of the 
world. 

“California contains within short dis- 
tances wide ranges of adaptability to 
various fruits by soil, altitude, temper- 
ature and We have hardly 
yet settled the limits of the best prod- 
uct of our different fruits. It is by 
establishing the best productive condi- 
tions for our fruits that we can best 
attain that evenness and excellence of 
quality that will command the. confi- 
dence and tribute of the world. 

“The relations of fruit-growers with 
their labor is a matter of importance 
to them, and concerns the community 
still more. The principle that, as the 
individual wage is low, the cost of the 
product is low holds no hope for hu- 
manity. The industrial history of the 
world does not establish this principle, 
but tends to the contrary. While 
wages have been advancing the cost 
of the product has been diminishing. 

“If by pursuing. the proper course we 
connect cheapness with competency and 
realize that a high-priced laborer, if 
intelligent and hones, will be the low- 
cost producer, then, by acting on this 
principle we can, with reason,-ask our 
schools and universities to turn some 
of their energies to the preparation of 
our young people for intelligent work 
in our fruit industries. We can hold 
forth to them the hope of good pay 
for good service.” 

The speaker went on to say it was 
only to be regretted that the conven- 
tion did not sit perpetually, so that 
the welcome on the part of the local 
people could be eternal. 

A burst of applause greeted the Tre- 
marks of the speaker, and then Presi- 
dent Cooper announced that, on ac- 
count of a change in the State law, the 
reports of the last convention had not 
been prepared for free distribution. 
There were, however, a number of cop- 
ies of other reports which could be 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


President Cooper then proceeded to 
read his annual address. The paper 
was a lengthy one, and was largely de- 
voted to quotations from and refer- 
ences to previous reports or addresses 
made by himself, and others on the 
Same subject. 

In beginning, he stated that when 
the convention met last year at San” 
Jose the fruit-growers were generally 
in good mood, their fruit most of it 
having been disposed of at reasonably- 
good prices. 

This year had not been so satisfactory 
owing to financial disturbances in all 
parts of the country. The fruit-grow- 
ers had probably suffered fess than 
those engaged in other industries . These 
misfortunes shoul@ teach people to 
avoid like disasters under like -circum- 
stances. The fruit losses had occurred 


markets. 

In consideration of these facts it was 
believed advisable to have established 
a bureau of fruit statistics, as recom- 
mended in th® memorial presented at 
the San Jose convention, 

Those who had kept pace with the 
events of the year must realize that 
something of this kind must be estab- 
lished. The discussions of the various 
fruit-growers would convince every 
thoughtful person that sthere must be 
unity among the producers inorder to 
avoid overstocked markets and under- 
selling; also that the fruit-growers must 
sell their own fruits. A bureau of 
Statistics with a competent statistican 
could -supply the necessary information 
in every branch of the fruit industry. 
With, this information the growers of 
like products could unite and deter- 
mine how and where to sell their crops. 
Hap-hazard shipments to a dull market 
would always be uncertain in results. 

t was time to cease to make shipments 
with the risk of hot getting proceeds 
sufficient to pay freights, cartage and 
commissions. As a part or branch of 
this’ united fruit plan was the impor- 
tant question of fruit inspection. 

In regard to olive culture, the last 
Legislature had passed an act ‘to reg- 
ulate the sale of imitation olive oil. 
This act appeared to cower every point. 
By this act it had been made the duty 
of the State Board of Horticulture 
and the State analyst to enforce its 
provisions. Nothing, as yet, in the 
way of testing the requirements of 
this act had been brought before the 
courts. The State board was now 
waiting the action of the, State an- 
alyst. Violations of some of. the pro- 
visions of the act were almost uni- 
versal. 

A comprehensive report of the work 
done in the way of the importation of 
parasites was here given. The incl- 
dents ccnnected with the organization 


from the timidity of money and the de- | 


complished by it were pointed out. 
The work of the various expeditions 
sent out for the purpose of further in- 
vestigation was dwelt upon at length, 

In conclusion he called attention to 
the importance of having stricter 
quarantine laws. No plant or tree 
not free, from insect pests or fungoid 
diseases should be permitted to enter 
the State further than would be 
necessary to make an examination. 
It was urged that it should be de- 
termined that no more pests should 
get a foothold in California.

Afternoon Session. 

The convention was called to order 
at 1:45 o’clock by Secretary Lelong, 
who announced that President Cooper 
was ill, and would be unable to attend, 
Abbot Kinney was asked to preside. 

J. E. Cutter of Riverside was then 
introdueed, and he read a paper on 
‘Best Varieties of Citrus Fruits.’”” He 
spoke of the Washington navel oranges 
as being a desirable variety, but said 
that after this variety had gone out of 
season, there must be some other 
variety to depend on. The St. Michael 
and some other varieties were prefer- 
able, he believed, at this season of the 
year. He then went on to tell of some 
other varieties and their respective 
good and bad qualities. Touching upon 
the different kinds of lemons, he said 
it was acknowledged that a lemon 
which had a bitter rind could not be 
accepted. 

After Mn Cutter had finished the 
reading of his paper, discussion was 
in order. Someone asked if the Mes- 
sina lemon was, as a rule, seedless, to 
which he replied it was. As tp the 
origin of the lemon, he could not give 
it. The tree was almost thornless and 
the foliage was hardy. The Villa 
Franca variety, however, was, per- 
haps, the most hardy. In reply ta 
further questions, Mr. Cutter said the 
ruby blood orange was a newer variety 
than the Malta blood, but it took the 
first premium at the Colton fair last 
year. The trees from which the 
oranges of this kind had been taken 
were, however, younger ones, 
course, the tests of fruit tak from 
such trees must be accepted with some 
allowance. 

The secretary read a letter from the 
Southern Pacific Company, inviting the 
gentlemen present to take a trip to 
Indio, at reduced raies. Another in- 
vitation to go to Port Los Angeles on 
a free excursion, was read. 

There was a few minutes discussion 
as to how to arange for the excursions, 
and finally the matter was referred to 
the Reception Committee, and Mr. Le- 
long was added to the committee. 

Edward Berwick of Monterey was 
then._introduced. He read’a paper on 
‘‘Transportation.” He said that, speak- 
ing as a physician, he believed the best 
way to prevent dropsy in the fruit mar- 
ket was to keep up a good circulation. 
He had no desire to belittle the work of 
the railroads, which had done so much 
for the building up of the country. He 
had no wish to burden the people with 
a bristling array of transportation fig- 
ures. There were generally almost too 
many figures, at least twice too many 
for the amount of transportation. Ap- 
ples cost more for transportation than 
did hogs, yet the latter could walk to 
market, while the former could not. 
He then went on to point out the pecu- 
liarly different freight rates on similar 
kinds of freight. Did the, people exist 
for the benefit of the railroads, or did 
the railroads exist for the benefit of the 
people? Did the people own the rail- 
roads, or did the railroads own the peo- 
ple? It should be realized that com- 
merce was the life-blood of the nation, 
and the railroads were the arteries 
through which this life-blood could ebb 
and flow. Some might point to the 
United States Constitution and say it 
would not permit the government 
ownership of railroads. It seemed to 
him, however, that the Constitution was 
made for Americans, not Americans 
for the Constitution. (Applause.) Some 
might say the conditions were not ripe 
for such a change as this, but was it 
not a fact that every measure of reform 
in national government was ridiculed 
by the political spoiisman? 

The présent railroad system was at 
variance with republican institutions. 
It was debauching to politics, and an 
aggravation of class difficulties. 

Discussion being in order, the chair 
called on Mr. Thompson of Pasadena, 
and that gentleman replied: ‘Strikes 
the nail on the head.”’ 

Mr. Sprague of Fairmount said it 
was very well to pass resolutions on 
such subjects, but such resolutions 
should .be. passed in a manner looking 
toward some action,— —— 

‘An invitation from the Mt. Lowe 
Railway Compahy to take a trip over 
the company’s line was referred to the 
Reception Committee. 

Discussion on transportation 
question being resumed, some one 
asked of Mr. Berwick what could be 
done to immediately reliave the present 
difficulties. 

Mr. Berwick said the way to do this 
was to follow the example of the 
woman spoken of in scripture, who 
went to the unjust judge to be 
avenged of her enemy. She kept at 
him and worried him till he granted 
her request in order to get rid of her. 
In this way the people ought to write 
to their: congressmen often and give 
them to understand the people meant 
business. 

Mr. Meslin took exception to the 
paper of Mr. Berwick as not being 
suffidiently practical. The Bellamy 
plan of government ownership of rail- 
roads would in a large measure care 
for itself. What the people wanted, 
and wanted right away, was a market 
for their products.

Mr. Berwick _ still 
pesition saying the people of the East 
had had the fruit of this State and 
wanted more of it. The way to give 
it to them was to sell it to them 
cheaper, and the way to be able to 
sell it to them cheaper was to have 
lower freight rates, and the way to 
have lower freight rates was to have 
the government own the _ railroads. 

E. F. Adams of Santa Cruz read a 
paper on ‘Marketing Dried Fruits.” 
He said the conditions governing this 
kind of stock were much different 
from those controlling the fresh fruit 
markets. The man through whom the 
great bulk of the dried fruits was to 
be sold was the retail grocer. Some 
had argued that it would be better to 
sell directly to the retail grocer, but 
he believed it was not wise to do 80- 
But a small proportion of the retail 
grocers could be probably reached in 
this manner. The wholesale grocer, 
he believed, would prove a much bet- 
ter medium through which to dispose 
of the edried fruit’) products. As-~- for 
selling the dried fruit through com- 
mission men, he could not believe it 
was advisable to sell through them. 
The commission man was very likely 
to havesome goods of his own to sell, 
and it was but human nature that he 
should give his own goods the pref-

to the Bast in consignments to await 
sale would be very likely to glut the 
market by being sent at the wrong 
time. The true way, he believed, was 
to do for the whole State, as had been 
done in Santa Clara county, and form 
a State fruit exchange. In that county 
it had been found that prices were not 
revolutionized, but they were wonder- 
fully steadied. By means of such an 
exchange accurate information as to 
prices could be disseminated and fruit- 
growers would not be. likely to sell 
below the just prices, 

Mr. Lelong at this time read a report 
in reference to what was known as the 
Perkins process of preserving fresh 
fruits while en reute across the conti- 
nent. By means of this process the 
fruit was not refrigerated, but was 
constantly exposed to a current of air 
at a temperature of from 50 to 55 deg. 
This temperature could be maintained 
by means of the expansion of com- 
pressed air. When refrigerated fruit 
reached its destination it would be cov- 
ered with a film of condensed moisture 
which would cause it to quickly spoil. 
‘By means of this Perkins process the 
fruit would be preserved for a muc 
longer time after arrival at its desti- 
nation, 

Mr. Chamblin of . Riverside being 
introduced, Spoke in reference to an- 
other side of the fruit-marketing ques- 
dion. He said that orange-growers 
were in some degree prone to go to 
much time and difficulty to produce 
the fruit, and then leave it entirely to 
others as to what the fruit should be 
sold for. His idea was to form an or- 
ange-growers’ association, which should 
send out a distinct brand of fruit. 
This brand was not to have the mark 
of any individual. Each grower could 
bring his fruit to the packing-house 
and receive a ticket showing héw much 
he had brought. The fruit then lost 
its identity. 

The growers here were not complain- 
ing of the prices paid by consumers in 
the East. The trouble was there was 
to much leakage between the growers 
and the consumers. It was sad, al- 
though true, that the orange-growers 
of Southern California had not, during 
the past year, paid running expenses 
and the interest on their investments. 
What was wanted was to find the best 
method of relieving the present unfor- 
tunate conditions. 

The question of co-operation was at 
this time referred to a special com- 
mittee of five, with instructions to re- 
port on the same on Thursday. 

The motion was amended so as to 
have eight members of the committee, 
and was adopted finally in that form. 

The chair soon erward named, as 
members of such committee, Messrs. 
BH. F. Adams, T. H. B. Chamblin, 
H. A. Brainard, Edward Berwick, N. 
W. Blanchard, D. T. Fowler, E.. I. 
Thomas and R. C. Kells. 

Mr. Brainerd of San Jose spoke in 
reference to the prices for fruits paid 
by the consumers in the East. He said 
he had investigated the matter, and 
had found that, whereas prunes were 
in California were selling for one-half 
the price which they brought last year, 
yet the consumers in the East were 
paying about the same for their

A Brute Lynched Despite the 
Officers. 


Fight Between the Relatives of the Child and 
the Officers—A Large Crowd That 
Would Not Be Satisfied 
Without Blood.

OTTUMWA (lIowa,) Nov. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Fred Gustavson, a 
laborer, aged 32, who recently came to 
this city, was hanged by a mob on the 
main street of Ottumwa at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. Last night he enticed 
the four-year-old daughter of Jonas Sax 
into a room of a boarding-house and 
criminally assaulted her. The child 
now lies at the point of death. - 

This afternoon Gustavson was brought 
to Justice Truitt’s office for preliminary 
examination. A fiight ensued there be- 
tween the father, grandfather and 
other relatives of the child and officers. 
The culprit was finally wrested from 
the hands of the officers and dragged 
into the street. Here the mother of 
the child stood with a rope, and gave it 
into the hands of the mob. It was im- 
mediately placed about the wretch’s 
neck, and he was hanged to a banister 
outside the stairway. A great crowd 
had by this time collected, and no effort 
was made to cut the villain down. 

After hanging twelve minutes, the 
rope broke and the body fell to the 
pavement. It was seized by the officers 
and hurried to the jail. The mob, 
fearing that life wag not extinct, fol- 
lowed and demanded the body. Mayor 
Laforce assured them that the fellow 
was dead, and ordered them to disperse. 
They refused. Finally a committee 
from the crowd was selected to view 
the remains. They reported Hife ex- 
_tinct, and the mob dispersed. For a

Some Practical Advice on Effec- 
tive Business Pushing. 


The Good Advertisement and the Bad—Brev- 
ity the Soul of Successful Adver- 
tising—Hit the Nail on 

the Head. 


BY NATHANIEL C. FOWLER, JR., 
Doctor of Publicity. 


Ninety percent. of all advertisements 
contain from two to ninety-nine times 
too many words. 

Some advertisers forget that their ad- 
vertisements are not for them, for all 
“dvertisements ate exclusively for the 
public. 

It makes no odds how well an adver- 
tisement reads to the advertiser. He 
is supposed to be interested in his own 
gcods, and to be particularly impressed 
with them, but the public cares noth- 
ing for him, and his words may fall as 
flat as the page upon which they are 
printed.

An advertisement is for the public;,and 


unless the advertiser makes it so it 
is acceptable to that public his adver- 
nage space is worth less than it ought 

o be. 

Poor advertising has paid, and al- 
ways will pay, for, give advertising any 
chance, and it will bring return. It is 
simply a question of making advertis- 
ing pay better. Foolish, indeed, must 
be the man who is satisfied with 5 or 
10 per cent. profit, when 1 per cent. of 
extra effort will bring him 20 or 30 per 
cent. profit. If poor advertising pays, 
it is all the more reason that good 
advertising should be resorted to, that 
it may pay better. 

The proof of the pudding may be in 
the eating, so the proof of conventional 
advertising may be in the return it 
brings, but conventional advertising 
never can pay as well as progressive 
advertising. 

Because men put rocks in one side 
of the saddle-bag, and meal in the 
other, and brought up a family, well 
fed and well clothed, and founded suc- 
cessful posterity, is no reason that 
the progressive men of today, who 
know better, should follow ancestral 
foolishness, even if such foolishness 
may not have wrought any direct dam- 
age. 

These are days of fierce competition 
when most men have ability and know 
how to use it, and he who would sail 
at all must sail with a full head of 
steam, or be out-pointed in the race 
of business. 

During the last few years, advertis- 
ing has assumed a position alongside 
of financial management, and is recog- 
nized as being as important as the 
goods themselves. It is being handled 
with the nicest care. Trained men of 
ability are giving their entire atten- 
tion to its preparation. It has become 
a business, ocr rather a_ profession, 
recognized by every intelligent busi- 
ness man, on a par with law and 
physics, and whether one desires it or 
_ not, he must have it, for the business 
man who has never ‘dabbled in law is 
not a business man, and the business 
man who has never found use for 
physic is too much of a phenomenon 
to be discussed, and he of no advertis- 
ing seldom even crosses the tape of 
business. 

Advertising is necessary, and so long 
as it is necessary; it’ must be used to 
its full advantage* 

If the public would only read a long 
advertisement, one could send it a dic- 
tionary of his goods, and expect to get 
his money back. 

One solid statement will be read and 


digested, while ten equally solid state- 


ments will be forgotten.

CRYSTAL SPRINGS. 


Is the Water Diverted 
from the River? 


The Trial of an Important Suit 
Commenced. 


Testimony in the Langford Will Case 
Continued. 


Showing the Influence of the Second Wife— 
A Young Woman is Adjudged 
Insane—Gencral Court 
Notes. 


The suitginstituted by the city of Los 
Angeles against the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, to recover 
damages forthe alleged appropriation 
,of water, and to restrain defendant 
‘trom diverting the same, was called for 
trial by Judge Van Dyke in Depart- 
ment Four yesterday afternoon, but 
as the work of selecting a jury occu- 
pied the time of the court and counsel 
until the hour of adjournment, the trial 
of the case will not be commenced in 
earnest until today. 

The plaintiff was represented by City 
Attorney McFarland, while defendant’s 
interests were looked after by Hon. 8. 
M. White. 

From the pleadings, which are some- 
what voluminous, since they contain a 
condensed history of the city from its 
foundation as a pueblo in 1769 down to 
the present time, it appears that the 
plaintiff alleges that it is the absolute 
owner of all the waters of the Los An- 
geles River, and that said waters are 


absolutely necessary for the use of its 


60,000 inhabitants, who are, in fact, de- 
pendent upon said river for their water 
supply, both for domestic and irrigation 
purposes. That the defendant corpora- 
tion, totally ignoring the eity’s rights, 
on November 7, 1888, unlawfully dl- 
verted the water of said river, at a 
point on the Los Feliz Ranch, to the ex- 
tent of 1000 miners’ inches per day, and 
rian continues to do so. Plaintiff there- 
seeks to recover damages to the 
~ of $225,000, alleged to have been 
poe ers. thereby, and also asks for a 
perpetual injunction restraining de- 
fendant from diverting, appropriating 
and using said water in the future. 
The defendant corporation in its an- 
swer denies the allegation that it ever 
appropriated any watar belonging to the 
city, and avers that the particular ap- 
propriation complained of was not made 
by it, but by the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany. Furthermore, it is claimed that 
the water used by the defendant corpo- 
ration belongs to it, and the city has 
‘no foundation for its claim to such wa- 
ter. In proof of such claim the judg- 
ment of the District Court, rendered 
July 20, 1874, and March 28, 1877, in ac- 
tions brought by the city against Leon 
McL. Baldwin et al., to quiet title to 
said water, wherein {t was adjudged 
that the city had no title, but that the 
same was vested in the defendants, 
are embodied in the answer, and de- 
fendant avers that it succeeded to the 
title of said Baldwin, and that said 
judgments have never been reversed, 
modified or set aside, but still remain 
in full force and effect. In addition to 
all this, it is claimed that plaintiff's 
action is barred by the statute of lim- 
itations, in any event. 
TO RECOVER PERSONAL PROPERTY 
BY ss e Shaw and a jury of eleven were 
pied in Department Five yesterday 


with the trial of the case of Francis‘ 


McCourt vs. D. W. Field, administra- 
tor, an action to.recover possession of 
certain personal property, but the mat- 
ter was not concluded and went over 
until this morning. 

The plaintiff alleged that on Novem- 
ber 5, 1892, he was.entitled to the pos- 
session of three promissory notes, valued 
at $2127.95, but that one Michael Mc- 
Aullffe obtained them and refused to 
deliver them up. These notes were ex- 
ecuted in favor of Mary McCourt, the 
plaintiff’s sister, who died intestate on 
November 4, 1892, while plaintiff was 
on his way from Ireland to this coun- 
try, and immediately after the woman’s 
death, McAuliffe, at whose house she 
died, took possession of her property. 
Upon the appointment of.Public Admin- 
istrator Field as administrator of Mary 
McCourt’s estate, that official brought 
suit against McAuliffe and recovered 
such of her personal property from him 
as he had in his possession, and among 
other things the three notes in contro- 
versy. Field was thereupon §substi- 
tuted as defendant in the present action 
and the plaintiff, Francis McCord, claims 
the notes as part of his deceased sis- 
ter’s estate, she having, by deed of gift, 
before her death, conveyed all her 
property to him. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, no mention of these notes is made 
in said deed, and, Field claims, there- 
fore, that the plaintiff is not entitled 
to them, but that they belong to the es- 
tate, and must be administered upon 
for the benefit of the creditors of the 
deceased. 

LANGFORD WILL CONTEST. 

The taking of the testimony for the 
contestants in the contest over the es- 
tate of Charles E. Langford, deceased, 
was resumed before Judge Clark and a 
jury in Department Two yesterday, 
three witnesses being examined during 
the day’s session, viz.: Harry L., Mrs. 
Mary J. and John Herwick. 

Their evidence was for the most cor- 
roborative of that given by the wit- 
nesses who had preceded them, as to 
the changes effected by the second 
marriage of Mr. Langford, although a 
number of new incidents were recited 
to show that the decedent was com- 
pletely under the control and influence 
of his second wife. Mrs. Herwick, one 
of the contestants, even went so far a5 
to declare that her father, upon tke oc- 
casion of one of her visits to him, 
stated that he did not care whether he 
lived or died, to such an extent did his 
second wife worry him. John Her- 
wick also stated that Mr. Langford 
once told him that he was satisfied that 
all Maria wanted was his money. She 
ran the ranch, and he simply stayed 
there and kept up the money end. 

The matter will be taken up again 
this morning, and promises to occupy 
the attention of the court for a week 
or ten days longer. . 

THE DRUMMOND CASE. 

The trial of the case against S. A. 
Drummond, formerly editor of the An- 
telope Vailey Times of Lancaster, 
charged with having defrauded D. W. 
Field and Gen. E. P. Johnson of this 
city out of $250 by means of false pre- 
tenses, was resumed before Judge 
Smith and a jury in Department One 
yesterday. The witnesses examined for 
the prosecution were D. W. Field (re- 
called,) E. P. Johnson, J. W. Howarid, 
R. W. Pridham, J. H. Krimminger, J. 
H. Okell and H. H. Younkin, and at 
the close of their testimony the State 
rested its case. Counsel for the de- 
fense thereupon moved the court to in- 
struct the jury to acquit Drummond 
upon the ground that it had not been 
shown that he did not, as a matte? of 
fact, own the plant of his paper on the 
date of the execution of the chattel 
mortgage which he gave as security 
for the loan he contracted. After the 
jury had been excused for the day this 
matter was argued at considerable 
length, the court reserving its sontHion 
until this morning. 

DJUDGED INSANE, 

Jessie McCormack, a native of IIli- 

nois, 27 years of age, was taken be- 


fore Judge Van Dyke yesterday for ex- 
amination as to her mental condition, 
upon complaint of Mrs. C. G. Scott of 
10143 South Broadway, and, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of Drs. 
Hughes and Wernigk, the commis- 
sioners who examined her, was duly 
adjudged insane, and committed to the 
State asylum at Highlands. 

The unfortunate woman recently lost 
her situation as house servant with a 
private family, and becoming despond- 
ent tried to commit sujcide by starving 
herself. Even at the County Hospital 
she refused to eat any food for four 


days. 
FEDERAL COURTS. 

An actor named Arthur Wilbags was 
brought * from New York by two 
United States deputy marshals and 
landed in the County Jail yesterday. 
Wilbags was a member of the Spider 
and Flv Company, which showed here 
about six months ago, when he forged 
the name of Addie Ray to a money or- 
der and obtained the money at Sta- 
tion C. 

Abraham Aguilar of Fullerton, who 
was accused of sending an obscene let- 
ter through the mails to his wife and 
mother-in-law, was discharged yester- 
day by Judge Ross in the District 
Court. He was defended by Henry T. 
Gage, Esq., who not only proved the 
good character of Aguilar, but also 
that his client was unable to read or 
write. 

Judge Ross yesterday ordered Lem 
You discharged from custody under the 
provisions of the McCreary act. There 
are no more Chinese now under arrest.

TRIM UP THE PEPPER TREES. 

The Times has often called attention 
to the heed of trimming up the pepper 
trees along the streets and avenues. 
While August is the best month for 
this work, still it is not too late for the 
trimming to be advantageous. In fact 
it is a necessity that the trimming be 
done before the rains set in, loosening 
the ground and placing the trees at 
the mercy of the first windstorm. 
Those who have been laying gutters 
and curbs in front of their homes 
should pay especial attention to the 


cutting back of the trees along their, 


line, for in many cases great roots 
have been cut off to make way for the 
curbing, thus destroying the equilib- 
rium which nature had maintained. 
The uprootal of a tree would mean the 
replacing of several feet of cobblestone

The county supervisors have evi- 
dently made a mistake in issuing an 
order requiring that all arrests by 
constables for vagrancy must be upon 
complaints sworn te by citizens other 
than an officer, in the township in 
which the arrests are made. The ob- 
ject which the supervisors wished to 
attain was to stop some of the heavy 
inroads upon the county treasury, and 
was a laudable one. But when the 
bills for October were presented, and 
were found, with perhaps a single ex- 
ception, much lower, than their re- 
spective bills had been for September, 
notwithstanding the fact that there 
were many more vagrants in the 
country in October than tn September, 
the board blundered in insisting upon 
the complaints being made by 
citizens as ordered at a previous meet- 
ing. The end sought by the board had, 
in a large measure, been accomplished, 
A further mistake was made in allow- 
ing some of the constables’ bills, cut- 
ting others down, and refusing others, 
though the order may not have been 
strictly observed in either instance. 
The justices’ claims were treated in 
the same way. The result is now that 
the constables and justices are in- 
censed at the action of the supervisors 
and expect to retallate. They evi- 
dently have the support of the law in 
the matter. According to the statutes 
vagrancy is a crime, and what con- 
stitutes vagrancy is clearly defined. 
Bound by the oath to support the law, 
constables must arrest and justices
